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Council Expresses Strong Concern 
On Surplus Land and School Sales

The city council, during its 
regular meeting on April 5, 
considered multiple threats to 
the “green belt” along the 
city’s northern edge. One of 
these is the current effort 
within the Reagan Admini¬ 
stration and the U.S. Senate 
to get parts of the Beltsville 
Agricultural Research Center 
(BARC) declared excess to 
Federal needs and sold to pri¬ 
vate developers. 

Another threat is the proposed 
sale by Prince Georges County of 
the now-vacant North End Ele¬ 
mentary School—a proposal an¬ 
nounced by the county on March 
26. Sale of the school and its land 
to private interests could serious¬ 
ly jeopardize the city's on-going 
struggle to keep low-density resi¬ 
dential zoning for vacant land 
along the northern and north¬ 
eastern perimeters of Greeftbelt 
Homes, Inc. 

The city council during its 
meeting took note of recent news¬ 
paper accounts of the Federal 
actions aimed at the sale of 
BARC land. They also noted a let¬ 
ter from the Prince Georges 
County Council to President Rea¬ 
gan, with copies sent to Senator 
Charles Percy (principal sponsor 
of the Senate effort) and to the 
county's representatives in both 
Houses of the U.S. Congress and 
in the Maryland House of Dele¬ 
gates, The county council praised 
the idea of determining which 
Federal real properties are ex¬ 
cess to government needs, saying 
that “Prince Georges County has, 
in fact, undertaken a similar pro¬ 
gram and is attempting to mar¬ 
ket some of the properties in 
county ownership. , . 

The county council in its letter 
then expressed the view that the 
BARC property is a “unique as¬ 
set”; suggested that zoning con¬ 
flicts could arise in the marketing 
of any surplus BARC land; and 
urged the Federal government not 
to abandon its policy of “discount 
conveyances" of property to state 
and local governments and non¬ 
profit entities (but suggested that 
as an alternative the Federal gov¬ 
ernment might sell surplus prop¬ 
erty to other governmental units 
“for a price at or near its fair 
market value” — provided these 
other governmental units are giv-

en enough time for decision and 
budgeting). 

In concluding its letter, the 
county council said that “. . . we 
are genuinely concerned that your 
new policy of expeditious land 
disposal does not lead to the loss 
of irreplaceable public properties. 
Although they may appear attrac¬ 
tive as sources of revenue today, 
they may be of far greater value 
for public purposes tomorrow. The 
Beltsville Agricultural Research 
Center may be such a property,” 

Greenbelt’s city council agreed 
that a letter should go to Senator 
Percy to make him aware of how 
the city feels about preserving its 
“green belt.” 

North End School 

North End School was closed 
by the county Board of Education 
at the end of June 1981, along 
with a number of other schools, 
because of a decrease in the 
county’s youth population. The 
county’s executive branch made 
known its intention to dispose of 
schools declared excess, but found 
itself blocked in some cases by a 
court order that prohibited the 
sale of specified schools until a 
discrimination suit by the NAACP 
related to the closings had been 
resolved. North End was included 
in the court list. Since then, the 
court, with the consent of the 
NAACP, has permitted the with¬ 
drawal from the suit of two 
schools — one in Surrattsville and 
one in Suitland. The NAACP case 
comes to trial on May 3. 

Historically, Prince Georges 
County municipalities and local 
agencies have been able to ac¬ 
quire excess school buildings for 
nominal prices, such as one dollar. 
The first real intimation of prob¬ 
lems for GreenbeU arose when 
County Executive Lawrence Ho¬ 
gan announced that he had of¬ 
fered to sell the Somerset Ele¬ 
mentary School to the city of Bo¬ 
wie, if the State of Maryland 
would agree to pay off $310,000 of 
remaining county debt on the 
school. Hogan’s proposal also 
called for Bowie to lease five 
acres of adjoining land from the 
county for $3,200 a year for 13 
years, at the end of which time 
title to the land would pass to the 
city. In addition to those condi¬ 
tions imposed by Hogan. Bowie 
was to convert the former school 
into a senior citizen housing proj¬ 
ect, if the U.S. Department of 
Housing and Urban Development 
(HUD) would provide the needed 
funding. Ultimately, the proposed 
deal between the county and Bo¬ 
wie fell apart, at least in part be¬ 
cause HUD decided the project 
to use Somerset School would not 
be feasible. 

The second, much sharper, sig¬ 
nal of alarm for Greenbelt came 
in January 1982, when the county 
issued a new announcement so¬ 
liciting bids for the purchase of 
Bowie’s Somerset School, In its 
flyer, the county said it would ac¬ 
cept only those written bids in 


excess of $300,000, and that it 
would later allow additional oral 
bidding by those submitting qual¬ 
ifying written bids. The flyer fur- 
hrr noted that the school’s eur- 
ont zoning was R-55 (Somerset 
School is surrounded by residen¬ 
tial development) but that the 
county was offering the property 
“subject to GO (Commercial- 
Office) Zoning and any uses 
within that zoning category,” The 
announcement made no mention 
of the fact that the Prince 
Georges County Council would 
have to approve such a change in 
zoning, Greenbelt Administrative 
Assistant Michael McLaughlin 
has told the News Review that, 
according to the Bowie city man¬ 
ager on April 7, the county re¬ 
ceived no bids for Somerset 
School as a result of the solicita¬ 
tion. 

On March 26 the county’s Bu 
reau of Property Management 
and Services announced a list of 
nine “school properties we are 
currently prepared to offer.” In¬ 
cluded in the list is Greenbelt’s 
North End Elementary School. 
According to the announcement, 
“We are utilizing a different mar¬ 
keting concept at this time and 
will consider contracts including 
proposals of use. . , . We now of¬ 
fer favorable financing to quali¬ 
fied purchasers, but we do require 
30 percent down, in part to insure 
serious commitment to construc¬ 
tive reuse of the buildings within 
a reasonable time frame.” 

Although North End is not the 
largest building on the nine-

School Budget Hearing 

The Prince Georges County 
Council will hold a meeting on the 
county school budget on Tuesday, 
April 20 at 7:3Q p.m. at High Point 
High School, Powder Mill Road, 
Beltsville. Parents from Center 
School will be forming car pools 
to participate.

The Board of Education had 
approved an operating budget of 
$337,430,026 for operation of the 
school system in Fiscal Year 1983. 
It is 9.4% above the amount au¬ 
thorized for FY 82. This budget 
reflects reductions of staff and 
expenditures, school closings, etc. 
Two areas, equipment and build¬ 
ing maintenance, have been in¬ 
creased to avoid costly financial 
and educational problems. Green¬ 
belt schools which were slated for 
maintenance projects were: Cen¬ 
ter, enlarged parking lot; Green¬ 
belt Middle School, retube two 
boilers; and Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School, grounds maintenance 
(football field). 

County Executive Larry Hogan 
has recommended that the county 
authorize 37 million less than the 
school board has requested. He 
asks that the county's priority for 
spending be aimed at safety with 
increases going to police and fire 
departments for the purpose of 
adding more personnel.

Dear Senator: 

I have been watching with in¬ 
terest the recent committee hear¬ 
ings on your surplus land bill, 
Sen. Res. 231. , . . 

But I am concerned over recent 
testimony and remarks made 
about the land surrounding the 
Bcltsville Agricultural Research 
Center, which, as you may know, 
is located in my Congressional 
District in Maryland. At first ap¬ 
pearance, the Research Center 
appears to be a great park, or. as 
you put it, “a plantation” for the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture. 
Rolling acreage covered with 
grass is not a common sight with¬ 
in a metropolitan area such as 
Washington, D.C., unless it is des¬ 
ignated as a park. This appear¬ 
ance, however, is deceiving when 
applied to Bcltsville. For there, 
the open fields and “lawns” cover 
a myriad of experiments, which 
contribute greatly to the progress 
of research in agriculture, medi¬ 
cal and aerospace sciences. 

The 7,500 acres of the Center 
are divided into experimental pas¬ 
tures, orchards and gardens, fields 
and woods, with 2,000 USDA em¬ 
ployees working in more than 
1,000 buildings, research labora¬ 
tories, greenhouses, barns, poultry 
houses, mechanical shops, the li¬ 
brary and offices. Their research 
spans such projects as the search 
for plants that can resist pollution 
and make their own fertilizer, as 
well as for faster-growing chick¬ 
ens and more prolific hogs. The 
underlying mandate at BARC is 
to get plants to grow faster, pro¬ 
duce more of the nutrients we 
need or grow in soils formerly 
thought worthless—in short, it is 
devoted to increasing the food 
production in this country, an 
aim, I am sure you, as a rep¬ 
resentative from a farming state, 
would appreciate. 

You may not be aware that the 
Center has major collections of 
seeds, insects, parasites, nema¬ 
todes. fungi and bacteria. This is 
important when considering the 
“green space” that may appear 
to be unused around Beltsville. 
The Center maintains a constant 
war against infectious pests that 
harm this country’s agricultural 
production, using not only chemi¬ 
cal warfare, but also biocontrol 
methods. One way they do this is 
to release certain insect parasites 
on the fields located within 
BARCs boundaries. A major bat¬ 
tle hgainst the Mexican bean bee¬ 
tle is being conducted in this 
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way. I can only imagine what 
would happen if these fields were 
suddenly to be surrounded by 
dense population or industrial 
plants spouting pollutants. 

The land immediately surround¬ 
ing Bcltsville is made up of a 
variety of uses, including indus¬ 
trial parks, commercial ventures 
and residential areas. Many of 
the land use decisions made by the 
government of Prince Georges 
County, where the Center is lo¬ 
cated, have been predicated on 
(ho fact that the Beltsville mis- 
ion will continue and the* land 
around it will be preserved. In 
fact, according to the county zon¬ 
ing ordinance, any federal land 
turned over to the private sector 
would be zoned for open space or 
low-density housing. 

The need to preserve the open 
space is not only vital to the Ag¬ 
riculture Department’s research 
efforts, but serves to provide a 
buffer against encroachment for 
the Patuxent Wildlife Refuge and 
NASA’s Goddard Space Flight 
Center. Instruments designed by 
NASA and calibrated at Beltsville 
are only one facet of the joint 
work being done at the research 
site. NASA’s sensitive equipment 
requires as little outside interfer¬ 
ence as possible. Already NASA 
officials are concerned over the 
effects of current growth on their 
radar testing: any future effects 
could be devastating. 

Beltsville is a unique asset to 
our government’s progress. It is 
convenient to the USDA head¬ 
quarters. local universities, other 
Federal research and regulatory 
agencies and to Congress and the 
Administration. In 1979 the GSA 
reviewed the parcels in and sur¬ 
rounding BARC and decided not 
to include them on their surplus 
rolls. While the fiscal concerns of 
our nation have changed since 
then, I feel the direction and man¬ 
date of the Beltsville Agricultu¬ 
ral Research Center has not. 

I hope you will review' the tes¬ 
timony with regard to Beltsville 
in this light, ... I support the 
idea and the goals of the Fair 
Property Review Board and its 
work to quickly release federal 
lands to the private sector. But I 
feel that we should not be “penny 
wise and pound foolish” in this 
matter. Once land is developed in 
an area like that surrounding 
BARC, it can never be returned to 
its former state. I feel that to do 
this would seriously jeopardize 
the pioneering work of the hun¬ 
dreds of scientists and techni¬ 
cians who are so diligently work¬ 
ing for the welfare of us all.

Tenative plans were made to 
have the market opened on Sat¬ 
urday afternoons from 10 a.m. to 
5 p.m. starting this month 
through September. 

However, city officials suggested 
that the operation should start off 
slowly in the beginning, having 
the sale only once or twice a 
month, and then building up grad¬ 
ually. 

Provisions under the project, 
say the Cultural Arts Center rep¬ 
resentatives, include a five dollar 
charge for the renting of a table 
or space to sell a variety of things 
such as arts and crafts, or those 
items usually found at yard sales. 

Council contends that they do 
foresee seme problems, such as 
parking, permits, and proper 
contrpl over such a large opera¬ 
tion.

PERTY (11.1574 ACRES), ALL LOCATED TO THE SOUTH OF 
THE CORPORATE BOUNDARIES OF THE CITY OF GREEN 
BELT IN THE VICINITY OF THE GREENWAY SHOPPING 
CENTER AND HANOVER PARKWAY, TOGETHER WITH AD 
JACENT PUBLIC ROADWAYS. AND FURTHER PROVIDING 
FOR THE SPECIAL TREATMENT OF THE UNDEVELOPED 
TAXABLE REAL PROPERTY IN THE AREA ANNEXED FROM 
THE EFFECTIVE DATE OF ANNEXATION FOR A PERIOD OF 
THREE YEARS OR, IF SOONER, UNTIL THE ISSUANCE OF 
BUILDING PERMITS

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CITY NOTES

(Continued from page one) 

school list, its 13.1 acres of land 
is greater than that for any of the 
other eight schools. According to 
a written report compiled by Mc¬ 
Laughlin, and given to the city 
council along with City Manager 
James Giese’s own written com¬ 
ments, the county expects to get 
between $375,000 and $600,000 for 
each of these properties. North 
End School has $214,000 in out¬ 
standing debt on the building. 
Utility and cleaning expenses for 
the school totalled more than 
$16,000 in fiscal year 1981, and the 
salaries of four custodial employ¬ 
ees were additional to that 
amount. 

McLaughlin reported that if the 
county finds someone interested 
in buying and using the North 
End site, the county will then ask 
the court to release the school 
from the court injunction banning 
sale. McLaughlin noted that 
“County representatives are as¬ 
suming the facility will be used 
for offiee space/’ 

City Manager’s Comments 

Giese reminded the city council 
that although it had discussed 
possible uses for North End 
School, it had reached no deci¬ 
sions. The report of a use study 
by staff of the Maryland-National 
Capital Park and Planning Com¬ 
mission was delivered to the city 
during the council meeting, too 
late to be reviewed and discussed 
that night. 

Giese told the council that he 
had so far seen no use proposals 
that would repay the city for the 
large costs necessary if the city 
were to buy and maintain the 
building. He stated that he was 
“reluctant to recommend acquisi 
tion of the school building.” He 
did recommend, on the other 
hand, that the city “make every 
effort to acquire the vacant land 
for park use, and that the city 
seek its transfer to the city at 
nominal cost.” 

As to the county suggestion that 
the building might be suitable for 
offices, Giese told the council in 
his written comments: “Commer¬ 
cial zoning would be totally con¬ 
trary to the Greenbelt Master 
Plan and would certainly reduce 
the city’s recent efforts to keep 
zoning in that area to low density 
residential use. Therefore, it is 
recommended that the city coun¬ 
cil advise the county executive 
and the county council that any 
proposal to utilize the North End 
School that would necessitate the 
rezoning of the property to a use 
incompatible with the adjacent 
uses would be totally unaccept¬ 
able to the city and would be 
vigorously opposed.” 

Or. as Giese said it orally to the 
council, the city should let the 
county know that they cannot 
make money off a private sale of 
the school because the city will 
fight rezoning “tooth and nail.”

Discussion 

Mayor Richard Castaldi offered 
a new suggestion that he thought 
might be of interest to the coun¬ 
ty. As a hedge against a possi¬ 
ble increase in school population 
within perhaps ten years, he won¬ 
dered whether a joint “trust” ar¬ 
rangement might be set up 
whereby the city and an agency 
such as MNCPPC would use and 
maintain the building until such 
time as it might again be need¬ 
ed as a school. 

Giese replied that he was not_ 
sure the city can afford the main¬ 
tenance cost. Councilman Rich¬ 
ard Pilski said that the import¬ 
ant thing for the city is the land, 
not the building. Estimating that 
the land might cost the city a - 
bout $16 500 an acre. Pilski term¬ 
ed such a cost “cheap” and said 
“Let’s buy the land, and the build¬ 
ing will take care of itself.” 

Mayor Pro Tern Gil Weidenfeld 
said he thinks the prices asked 
by the county are pretty high. 
He believed the city’s first stra¬ 
tegy step should be to make it 
clear to the county that it will not 
be able to make an easy commer¬ 
cial sale because of the city’s op¬ 
position to rezoning. Giese com¬ 
mented that a number of com¬ 
munities have, in the past, re¬ 
ceived schools for virtually no 
cost, and he hates to see Green¬ 
belt have to buy “our” school. He 
remarked that ten months from 
now the city could be dealing with 
different people'at the county lev¬ 
el. Castaldi agreed that the city 
should not start “waving dollars.” 

Councilman Thomas White 
questioned whether it would be 
good strategy for the city to an¬ 
tagonize the county executive by 
taking a hard line. White pre- 


ferred a more positive approach 
of trying to persuade the county 
that the best use for the school 
would be use by the community, 
and that rezoning would be un¬ 
reasonable. 

County Councilman Roy Dab¬ 
ney. who has been attending 
Greenbelt’s council meetings for 
the past several months, offered 
his view of the situation. He ex¬ 
plained that “this county execu¬ 
tive” (meaning Hogan) has a pro¬ 
blem with the county accepting 
the burden of outstanding bonded 
indebtedness on vacant schools. 
Dabney thinks Greenbelt must ac¬ 
cept this view, and that a con¬ 
frontation with the county execu¬ 
tive ‘will not do the trick.” Dab¬ 
ney suggested the city try to work 
out some kind of cooperative-use 
arrangement with the county. As 
to a major reason given by the 
county for trying to sell vacant 
schools as quickly as possible. 
Dabney assured the city council 
that vandalism of vacant schools 
has indeed been a serious prob¬ 
lem. He cited a vacant Langley 
Park school from which vandals 
had stripped out wiring and just 
about everything else possible. 

Weidenfeld too said that the 
city should not take a fighting 
stance at this point. The council 
members then agreed that the 
city staff should draft an appro¬ 
priate letter of concern and pro¬ 
test to the countv executive and 
the county council.
